Claims 32-62 remain rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-39 of 
copending Application No. 10/954,764 in view of US 5,741 ,510 (510) because no terminal disclaimer has been filed. 

Claims 40, 41,43, 46, 47 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 4,592,358 ('358). Applicants argue that the 
reference does not teach every limitation of the claims such as third patch. In response to this argument, it is argued that the reference 
disclosed three patches providing three types of therapies including cooling, heating and weight. 

Claim 42 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US '358 in view of US 6,245,347 ('347). Applicants argue 
that the combination of US '358 and US '347 would destroy the purpose of US '347. In response to this argument, it is argued that in 
considering the disclosure of the reference, it is proper to take into account not only the specific teachings of the reference but also the 
inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be expected to draw therefrom. In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 
342,344 (CCPA 1968). The rational to modify or to combine the prior art does not have to be expressly stated in the prior art; the rational 
may be expressly or impliedly contained in the prior art or it may be reasoned from knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art The reason or motivation to modify the reference may often suggest what the inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to 
solve different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination or modification to achieve the same advantage or 
result discovered by applicant. In re Linter, 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972). The fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
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
